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HIGHWAY REPORT 



1965 

The year 19C5 proved to be a year of tribulation to the 
Highway Department. Due to the Town garage fire, Town trucks 
and other equipment were not available during the peak summer 
activity thus necessitating many adjustments, rentals and 
rescheduling of work. 

Before detailing highway and road work completed in 1965, 
it perhaps would be well to review and familiarize ourselves witli 
the operational design of the highway program and how moneys 
are received and spent. Basically speaking, the roads are divided 
into two general classifications known as '^State Aid Highways" 
and 'Town Roads." 

In our case, the State Aid Highway starts at the Center 
Rutland town line (near Castle) and runs north through Proctor 
along Florence Road to Florence town Une (near Hancsarik 
farm). Included in this category is the State Highway Connect 
ing Link, Route 3, from Village line (South Street) north on 
East Street to Pittsford town Une (Newton Street). 

Moneys received for use on State Aid Highways are derivi il 
from appropriations set up by Legislation based on 2 l/2c froin 
the motor fuel tax and given annually to towns for construcl inn 
or betterment of such highways. According to current fornnil«» 
being used, present state allocations to Proctor are as follows

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Under certain conditions the state will provide extra funds 
for surfacing and retreatment also to be m^^tched by the town on a 
1/2 basis. 

In addition to the above, the state ilso provides the town 
with $860,00 for winter maintenance on State Aid highways and 
$700.00 for the Connecting Link on Route 3. 

It is important to remember that the above funds can only 
l)e used on State Aid highways and cannot be utilized on our town 
roads. 

The ''Town Roads'' in Proctor are £ll the remaining roads 
:iiid streets. The state allocates 2c per gallon from the motor fuel 
tax to help towns on such road maintetiance or construction. 
Distribution to towns is based on mileage and towns must spend 
at least $50.00 per mile from its own funds to qualify. Proctor 
receives $2,718.06 for this purpose with an additional $254.50 
lor winter maintenance or a total of $2,972.56. 

In the past it has been the practice to utilize state funds 
primarily on our Town roads with Httle or no contribution from 
I lie Town of Proctor. If the Town roads are to be properly 
innintained and improved to meet today's increased demands, it 
will be necessary for us to consider additional appropriations for 
llii.s purpose on our future highway budgets. 

In brief, work projects completed on ''State Aid" highways 
during the summer of 1965 were as follows: 

(a) Approxim.ately 1/5 mile rebuilt on West Proctor road 
' ir castle. Total cost of this project amounted to $6,276.82 
• 111 (he state contributing $4,926.72 and the balance of $1,350.10 
I' lid l)y the Town. 

(I)) Portions of the Florence Road and West Proctor Road 
h' levelled with bituminous concrete and grader mixed w^ith 
» Hlone and asphalt. Total cost amounted to $4,919.91 with 

Hlnte contributing $3,279.94 and the Town's share of 

Ctmstruction and resurfacing work completed on "Town 
' "dh" amounted to a total of $5,157.07. Total cost to Town 
""M|ii(,(h1 to $939.01 since state's allocation was $2,718.06 and 
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Vermont Marble Company paid SI, 500.00 for Chatterton Park 
Extension per agreement. 

Details of ^Town Road'' projects are as follows: 

(a) Reynolds, River, Grove and Center Streets were 
patched and paved with a 3/8" hot mix overlay for a cost of 
$963.71. 

(b) Olympus Road was patched and sealed with grits and 
asphalt for $245.68. 

(c) Pleasant Street was patched and sealed with grits and 
asphalt. Eden Avenue was rebased with 15'' bank run gravel and 
treated with peastone and asphalt and included installation of 
catch basin, junction box and culvert pipe. Cost for these two 
projects amounted to $2,027.21. 

(d) Chatterton Park Extension work included new culvertvS, 
catch basins, storm grates, regrading and surfacing with 3/4'' 
peastone, 3/8" grits and asphalt. Total cost amounted to 
$1,920.47 including Vermont Marble Company share of $1,500.00. 

It would be well as this time to review in some detail the 
actual conditions of our roads and highways and what will h' 
required in the near future. Our roads were good enough for 
travel several years ago but with heavier loads, more traffic and 
faster vehicles they do not meet present requirements in many 
respects. 

With reference to ''State Aid Highways, current plans are I < • 
continue the West Proctor road project started near the casllc 
and work northward since this appears to be the most critic "id 
area. This section, to Capen's farm, is treacherous due to u 
series of narrow blind curves, hills and dips. 

In the near future, major repair work will also be requirod 
on the Florence Road section starting at the Pleasant Strcrl 
intersection and going northwest to Beaver Pond. Portions "I 
this road were built with large marble blocks and waste foi- 
wall and this is siowl}^ giving way to frost heaves, settlhi}', "i 
material between stones, heavy loads, etc. This section ;d 
contains a number of blind dips and curves which will need 1o 1h 
cleared. 
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The remaining sections of the ''State Aid Highways'^ appear 
(o be in fairly good condition and in general will require only 
routine repairs and maintenance. Some replacement of base will 
necessary as well as straightening of curves and filling dips. 
The "Tov/n Road'' areas needing immediate attention are 
^lorham Bridge Road, Beaver Pond, Garden Street, Newton 
SI feet, Green Square and portions of Park Street and Chatterton 
l*:i,rk. The Gorham Bridge Road in particular is in critical 
'•"iidition vnth the road bed being inadequate, narrow and very 
>'<»iigh. Cost estimate, resulting from a recent survey with the 
District Highway Engineer, indicates that approximately 
»14,000.00 will be needed to replace base, install culverts, widen, 
n'lnove blind curves and resurface the Gorham Bridge Road! 
riu^ Selectmen recommend that this work be placed over a two 
\r:ir period and an article has been placed in the Town Warning 
In this effect.

The annual Vermont State Department of Health report 
describes the various activities undertaken by our town. 

It is comforting to know that so many services are available 
to the public. One item not mentioned is the availability of live 
measles vaccine. It is now possible to obtain this item through 
your physician, free of charge except for the office call. In the 
near future it is possible to envision the end of measles as a serious 
menace to the health of our younger citizens. Anyone who has 
cared for a child seriously ill with measles can readily understand 
what a blessing this will be. 

Contrary to what many would hke to believe, T.B. is still 
with us. Every means at our disposal should be employed to 
keep the number of new cases at a minimum. The state nurso.M 
assigned to this phase of Public Health are ready and willing to 
assist anyone in need of x-rays or examination. 

Our water reports did not meet the high standards set in 
previous years. Hopefully I hke to believe that this may be due 
to the change over in the water department. More specimens 
and from different sources will be submitted this coming year and 
every effort made to correct the situation. 

Every year I take the liberty to digress from the subject of 
health reports and w^ander into the land of a pleasantly peaceful 
mind. For instance, do you remember when: milk did not come 
in bottles or cartons — the milk man poured the amount you 
wanted into your container and if you were young and good 
looking, threw in a pint or so for good measure.
